The Museum has informed us that the long anticipated demolition of the 
Fourth floor will begin in January. The entire floor will be converted to 
offices. A space for our exhibit will not be available until the lower 
floors are renovated in 2005. 


With regret, the Board of Directors must announce the end of an era. 

We have been exhibitors at the Institute for over 51 years. The Board felt 
our current equipment will be obsolete in 2005. Also the proposed 
location is too small and too far from the antennas. 


Our association with the Franklin Institute began in 1945 when Dr. 
Wynn Laurence LePage, W3QCV, was Vice-president of the Institute. 
From the beginning our volunteers have entertained and educated 
visitors with the story of amateur radio. Originally we had a modest 
transmitter and receiver on a card table but the station was constantly 
improved by the hard work of our members culminating with a $50,000 
overhaul in 1991. 


From humble beginnings of a transmitter and receiver on a card table to 
our present $ 50,000 overhaul of the station in 1991, we have entertained 
and educated visitors with the story of what Amateur Radio is all about. 
Our volunteers have spent countless hours in this endeavor. 


Further, our use of the Choices Forum for meetings and our space at the 
Institute for VE testing will no longer be available. We are asking all 
members for suggestions for a meeting room and space for Dusty, 
ND3Q, to hold his monthly VE testing. If you have any solution for our 
problem, contact any Board member. Phil—Mont will survive this 
setback with the help of all members. 


The museum has informed us that due to the level of construction there 
is no storage space in the Building and the equipment must be removed. 
The Ham Radio Equipment will be removed and I urge all volunteers to 
remove their personal property by September. 


This is an exact copy of the handout 
we distributed on Meeting night. 
We are still inquiring with the 
museum about meeting space since 
it is planned to re open the exhibit 
in 2005.

"Aruba Scuba" 
DXpedition Update 
de W3RM es N3MT 


Hello, all... 


Had so much fun operating from 
the Turks and Caicos Islands (VP5) 
last June, that we’ ve decided to try 
much the same kind of trip again 
this year. This time, however, it will 
be from the Dutch island of 
Aruba, 15 miles off the north coast 
of Venezuela. (Prefix P4). 


Michael, N3MT, and I have 
arranged to use the cottage and 
station of Carl Cook, AI6V and 
P40V, from May 29 through June 
19. Carl’s well-known contest 
station is equipped with three 
towers supporting individual 
monoband beams on 40, 20, 15, 10 
and 6 meters; a Force—12, fourteen— 
element triband beam; and wire 
antennas on 80 and 160. We plan 
to operate all those bands, 
conditions permitting. 


Equipment includes a Yaesu FT— 
1000—D, Icom 756—PRO II, and 
Alpha 87A amplifier. Should be a 
"dream" station to operate, and 
we’re looking forward to it. We’ve 
obtained Dutch licenses, and will be 
signing P4OMT and P40RM. (We 
will both use both calls, depending 
on the band...so you’ Il have to 
guess 

who’s operating!) 


Hope you'll listen for us, and give 
us some contacts. Try about 24 KHz 
above the low end of each CW band 
segment...when the band is"hot", 
we'll work split, listening "up" 
about 2 KHz. On SSB, try the 
lowend of the general band 
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segments. We will listen for 6-— 
meter openings on 50.110 Mz. 


Expect to keep daily skeds with 
friends and club members on 20 
phone, at 2100Z (5:00 pm EDST), 
try 14,225 to 14,250....most days. 


We plan to operate every day...but 
some days we'll be off scuba 
diving, mornings and/or afternoons. 
We should be on most every 
evening and night.

WT3P addresses 
PhilMont meeting 


Reacting to the news of W3AA’s 
demise ath the Franklin Institue 
with "Don’t this just beat all!?", 
ARRL Vice President Kay Craigie, 
WT3P addressed us at the May 
PMRC meeting on a number of 
topics. 


She brought news on the new 
"Amateur Radio Emergency 
Communications Consistency Act." 
(H.R. 4720) introduced in Congress 
by Rep Steve Israel (D-NY) and 
cosponsors Rep Greg Walden, 
WB7OCE (R—OR)-—-the only 
Amateur Radio operator in 
Congress——and Rep Pete Sessions 
(R-TX). 


The full text of the measure is: "For 
purposes of the Federal 
Communications Commission’ s 
regulation relating to station 
antenna structures in the Amateur 
Radio Service (47 CFR 97.15), any 


private land use rules applicable to 
such structures shall be treated as a 
state or local regulation and shall be 
subject to the same requirements 
and limitations as a state or local 
regulation." This would bring 
private covanants and restrictions 
(CC&Rs )under the "reasonable 
accomodation" requirements of the 
limited federal preemption known 
as PRB-1. 


All hams are encouraged to contact 
their congressional representatives 
in support of this bill. 


Also discussed were evolution of 
the development and fund-raising 
staff at ARRL, as well as the new 
NPRM 02-98, which proposes to 
create new amateur allocations at 5 
MHz and 136 kHz. 


If eventually approved, the 5 MHz 
band would be the first new HF 
allocation since the early 1980s, 
when amateurs got 30, 17 and 12 
meters. The LF allocation would be 
the first ever for US hams.

Weekend 2002 


You, your club, along with 
your local museum are invited 
to take part in the first 
*International Museums 
Weekend 2002’, which will 
take place on the third 
weekend in June (15th &16th) 
2002. 


The intention of the event is to 
set up amateur radio special 
event stations at as many of 
the museums as possible 
throughout the whole of the world. I 
would hope for an HF, VHF, and if 
at all possible, a Ui-View (APRS) 
packet station to be set up at each 
museum site, but the scope of your 
station is entirely up to you. The 
choice of museum is also left very 
much up to you, however aim for 
the largest or most unusual you can 
find. 


During the first Museums Event’ 
over 50 museums ranging from the 
Orkneys in the North of Scotland, 
to the to the Channel Islands in the 
most southern part of the UK, took 
part on the 2nd and 3rd of June 
2001. These ranged from Secret 
Nuclear Defence Bunkers to the 
prestigious National Royal 
Armouries Museum in Leeds. A 
couple of the stations were in tiny 
village museums, one of which was 
manned by a single lone operator. 
These were accompanied by a great 
number of military museum sites, 
such as HMS Belfast in London. A 
number of museums from outside 
the UK, wanted to to take part, so it 
was decided to make 2002 an 
International event. 


International Museums Weeken 


The event proved to be extremely 
popular and well supported special 
event amongst the UK radio 
amateur population. It also went 
down very well at the museums 
which were used as the venues for 
the event, and invitations have been 
extended for 2002. It was a 
tremendous public relations 
exercise, as well as all of us having 
lots of fun over the weekend. 


I would like to say a big thanks to 
all those who have already agreed to 
join us for the the event. A special 
thanks also to Alec, Ian, Maggie 
and Nigel who have donated a little 
of their spare time to ensure the 
continued smooth running of the 
event. 


This event is being organised by 
Harry MIBYT, at Garforth, W. 
Yorks, UK, and the help and 
assistance of several local amateur 
radio clubs.

During W.W.I, the school was 
taken over by the Navy and 
approximately 1000 naval radiomen 
were trained. After graduating from 
this school the Navy sent most of 
the students to another school at 
Harvard University. Appleby was 
responsible for constructing the 
Navy’s system of Direction Finding 


Commander Thomas Appleby 
started the "Philadelphia School of 
Wireless Telegraphy" in 1911. He 
wrote the curriculum and taught 
about 500 operators. United 
Wireless furnished them a station 
assigned them the callsign "PW" (in 
the days before K and W prefixes), 
and all of the ops went to United. It 
took six months to complete the 
course and graduate with a 
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stations on the east coast. They 
were assign the task of DFing 
submarines during WW1. 


Three EPA Residents Join CQ 
Amateur Radio Hall of Fame’s 
"Class" of 2002. 


(Dayton, Ohio) -— CQ Amateur 
Radio magazine today announced 
the second group of inductees into 
the CQ Amateur Radio Hall of 
Fame. The Amateur Radio Hall of 
Fame was established in January, 
2001, to recognize those 
individuals, whether licensed radio 
amateurs or not, who significantly 
affected the course of amateur 
radio; and radio amateurs who, in 
the course of their professional 
lives, had a significant impact on 
their professions or on world 
affairs. 


Members joining this year’s ’Class’ 
who have ties to Eastern PA are 
Paul Baran,W3KAS; Ed Clegg, 
W3LOY/W2LOY/ W8LOY; and 
Fr. Josef Murgas. 


Paul Baran, W3KAS, invented 
packet switching, basis of internet 
and other modern communication 
networks. He also developed the 
first telemetry equipment for 
NASA. Baran graduated from 
Drexel University. Click for further 
info on Paul Baran. 


Ed Clegg, 
W3LOY/W2LOY/W8LOY, was a 
VHF radio designer. He founded 
Clegg Communications, one of the 
early and popular amateur VHF 
radio manufacturers. Clegg 
Communications was located in 
Lancaster, PA. Among his designs 
were the Clegg Zeuss transmitter 
and companion Interceptor receiver, 


the FM 27-28 transceivers, the 
Clegg 99er 6—meter rig and the 
AV-44 All Bander receiving 
converter. Clegg retired to Ohio in 
the early 1990s. 


Father Joseph Murgas was the first 
person to successfully transmit over 
land (April 27, 1905) and develop a 
tone system for use in radio 
transmission. Some say Marconi 
used his methods for effective 
overland radio communication. 
Murgas holds 17 patents including 
the rotary spark gap. The Murgas
